Died on Gallows and Three 


Sons Sentenced to Life Imprison- 
ment—Two Sons Pardoned Several 
Years Ago.

Atlanta, Nov. 10.—The Georgia 


prison commission has taken under 
advisement an application for a par- 
don in the case of Milton Rawlins, 
,the last of the three Rawlins boys 
who were central figures in one of 
Georgia's most celebrated 
murder 


cases. The case had its origin in a 
merciless and deadly feud between 
two families residing near Valdosto, 
It reached its culmination when ReT. 
J. G. Rawlins died on the gallows. 
The execution of Rawlins attracted 
widespread attention at the time, as 
it was one of the first instances in 
the history of the country that a 
minister of the gospel had suffered 
the death penalty for murder.

The Raw- 
lins family comprised three boys and 
two girls. Carter had one son and 
two daughters. 


Troubled began when Carter criti- 


cised Rawlins' method of rearing his 
children. Repetition of this criticism 
irritated Rawlins and he served notice 
on Carter that there must be an end 
to the talk. Carter laughed at the 
warning. 


The children took up the quarrel. 


When they met there was an ex- 
change of taunts and abuse. A love 
match between the oldest children of 
the two families was terminated. A 
crisis was reached when the Rawlins 
boys stripped little Bob Carter, sous-1 
ed him in a creek and held his cloth- ! 
iig while mosquitoes stung the boy.

what the new LaFollette Seamen's 
act provides for owners, sailors and 
public, with the commerce depart- 
ment's .'rulings on certain sections of 
the law incorporated.

Section 1 compels a ship captain, 


short-handed during a voyage to fill 
vacancies with men of the same or 
higher rating before proceeding. Sec- 
tion 2 makes 9 hours a days' work in 
port 
Section 3 provides that for 


every day's delay in collecting his 
wages, a man gets double pay. 


Section 4 provides that in any port 


a sailor on any ship may collect half 
his pay or complain to U. S. officers 
and get full pay and the right to 
quit.

Section 5 rules that a majority of 


the common crew may hat* the ship 
examined for seaworthiness, or its 
supplies for quality, by U. S. agents. 
Section 6 bids goodby to the forecas- 
:le of fiction. There must be a berth 
for each man in a clean room drained 
and ventilated and with shower bath. 
There must be a ship's hospital. 


When a sailor quits, says Section 


7, he can not be imprisoned or forced 
to work. For insubordination he may 
be placed in irons and for assaulting 
an officer, imprisoned 2 days. 


Section 9 prohibits flogging sailors. 


If the master of a vessel fails to de- 
liver such an offender, he and the 
vessel owners are liable for damages. 
Section 10 gives 2 ounces of butter 
and 5 quarts of water to each sailor 
daily. 


Section 11 prohibits sailors assign- 


ing wages to employment offices or 
saloons. Wages can be assigned only 
to near relatives. Section 12 prohib-
